A HANDSOME BUILDING 


Adams Memorial Library Struc= 


ture to Be One of the 


Very Finest. 


The memorial building committee of 


Adama, C. T. Plunkett, M. J, Holden and 
F. W. Spaldlng, appointed at a special 
town meeting May 1, have been busy at 
work, and after considerable inspection of 
the various public buildings about the 
cour.try have, it is safe to say, decided on 
a building, which is designed by Archi- 
tect William Butterfield ol Manchester, 
an experienced mn.n who has designed 
some of the finest buildings in the state. 


The building is to stand at the corner 


of Park and Maple streets, and the site 
will be finely terraced. Its dimensions 
will be 90 by 50 feet. From the architect'8 
description, it will be composed of three 
sections, consisting of a central motif 49 
feet front, 52 feet depth and two winpa, 
21 feet front and 48 feet depth. The en- 


tire building is two stories high. The 
central motif rises ten feet higher than 
the wings, is flanked by entrance pavil- 
ions 115 feet front and slighly advanced 
from the main line of front. 


The design ia in the modern Italian 


Renaissance, and the material will be 
buff brick and marble. 
The names of 


America's three great Immortals, Wash- 
ington, Lincoln and Grant, are to be in, 
scribed in conspicuous places ia the frieze, 
of the central section. 


The handsome Grand Army rooms are 


to be on the second floor, whild the entire 
ground floor is to be devoted to the Adams 
public library, with accommodations for 
25,000 volumes. 
The building will be 


handiomely finished ia the interior, and 
all in all will be one of the handsomest in 
the county.

A SISTER A CHINAMAN'S WIFE 


News of the Attempted Murder of Ida 


and Suicide of Wau Chita Carried 


to Mrs. Hollis by a Transcript 


Man.

A TRANSCRipr reporter spent consider- 


able time Friday attempting to locate the 
relatives of Mrs Wau Chita, whose life 
was attempted Thursday by her husband 
in New York city The story of the mur- 
derous assault upon the woman and the 
suicide of the homicidal husband was 
given in Fridaj'» paper. 


The story as it came from New York 


was that Wau Chita, a Japanese steward, 
on the United States monitor, Purltar ^be- 
came enraged at his wife, who hud been 
Mrs Ida Spanbeary oi North Adams, for 
accidentally breaking two valuable and 
highly prized vases. In his madness he 
got a razor and slashed his wife's throat. 
She was able to break awa> from him 
and save her life by leaping from a win- 
dow 
The baffled husband then turned 


the razor upon himself and gashed his 
throat BO that his life could not be saved 
Another alleged cause for th« attempted 
murder and suicide was that Mrs. Wau 
Chita hod recently returned from a visit 
to North Adams, where she had been to 
see a child by a former husband and re- 
mained longer than her husband desired, 
thus causing Wau Ohita to believe that 
she was unfaithful 


There was no clue given ID the story to 


connect Mrs. Wau Chita with any><orth 
Adams family 
The name of the sister, 


whom it was said she had visited, was not 
given and there are no Spanbeary's men- 
tioned in the directory 
After some 


knocking around the reporter learned 
that there was a family somewhere in tne 
city that had intermarried with Japs and 
Chinamen 
A search was mads for that 


iamily and a name was obtained very late 
Fndaj night. The name was "Hollis" and 
it WJia said the family lived on East Main 
strBnt. 
Further investigation showed 


that the family had moved and was sup* 
posed to be living on Phcemi street The 
reporter made his way for that region of 
darkness when most good lolfc were in 
bed, and he found the Holhs family no ex- 
ception to this rule 


William Hollis is a well known employe 


at the Arnold Print works and it was he 
who responded to the reporter s unseason- 
able knocking The reporter was invited 
into the fcitcken and ventured the query 
ifMr Hollis had any relatives ID Isew 
York city 
' \ es," he said, "there are some people 


there \ve know " 


' Have you heard from them lately9" 


asked the reporter 
"No, we haven t." 


1 Then is there a man named Wau 


Chita, a Jap, who is in some way ccn- 
nected \vith those relatives9" "Them is 
a man having a name something like 
that," he answered 
The reporter then 


put the question which carried the start- 
ling news of the crime in Nuw York 
"Have you not heard that Wau Chita at- 
tempted to murder his wife and then out 
his own throat9" 


"Great Heavens, that was Ida," cried a 


\oice from an adjoining room and there 
were sounds of a hurried getting out of 
bed. In a moment a respectable looking 
woman post middle age came out into the 
kitchen trembling in her excitement She 
was most anxious for news of the affair 
"We didn t take no paper this evening, 
sir. What did it sa^ Ida is my daugh- 
ter "

Thompson's husband is a well-known 
Chinese laundry man of tbe college town. 
The child is not of Chinese blood, but is 
the result of an earlier union. The 
Thompson family had lived on West 
Main street, in this city and part of the 
seven years' residedce of Mrs. Hollis here 
bos been spent on that street. 


Ida was in this section lost week. She 


visited her sister at WiUiamstowu and 
wanted td take the little boy to her home 
in New York. She remained in Williams- 
town until Sunday when she returned to 
New York. Mrs, Hollis has never known 
of Wau Chita's jealousy and believed ner 
daughter waa happily married. She could 
not think how it came about that Wau 
Chita had done such a terrible deed Wau 
Chita, she says, has been in this city and 
in Williamstowu, too. 


The reporter wondared why it was that 


Ida had not visited her mother when she 
was in this section last wuek and asked if 
Mr and Mrs. Hollis and Ida were not on 
good terms. 
"No," said Mr 
Hollis. 


"Yea," said the mother. "Ida and I are 
friends.*1 It was then time for tbe r< 
porter to let the good people return to 
bed and he said good night asking that he 
be pardoned for making so late a call. 
"You needn't mind disturbing me" Mrs. 
Holhs remarked, "for I'm sure I won't 
Bleep much tonight." Mr. Hollia declared 


i she might as well sleep as not for "what 
could yon do if yon went to New York 
and yon are not going anyway."
